though yet an entertaining and uſeful narrative might 
have been formed by interſperſing it with letters 
which he wrote to his friends on various occaſions, 


many of which might probably ha ve been picked up ; 


| but it is in deference to his judgment, and indeed in, 


compliance with his deſire, that none of them are pub- 
liſhed : for on the publieation of ſome letters to parti- 
cular friends along with an author's liſe ſome. years 
ago, the Doctor expreſſed his difapprobation of ſuch 
a practice, and was pleaſed to fay < that if he knew 
<< anybody who would publiſh his letters after he was 

<« dead be ſhould not thank him for it. Thoſe letters 
muſt therefote remain in the private hands of his 


friends to whom they were inſcribed, and by whom 


many of them are prized more than gold. However, 


in ſome ſort to comply with cuſtom, as well as to pre- 


ſerve the memory of ſo amiablea character and ſo in- 
ſtructive an example as Dr. Watts's-was, it is thought 
proper on this occaſion to republiſhthefollowing brief 
Memoirs of his Life and Character from his funeral 
ſermon preached by Dr. Jennings to tha dt 
which he was paſtor. Dec. 11. 1748. ut19btovw 
« Dr. Iſaac Watts was born at Southampton July 
17. 1674, of parents who were eminent for religion, 


and were conſiderable ſufferers for confcience ſake i in 
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LIPS or DRCWATTS. ww 
the perſetution of the Proteſtant Diſſenters in King 
Charles 11d's reign. The uncommon genius of this 
their ſon appeared betimes, for he began to learn Latin 


at four years old, in the knovrledge of which as well 


as of the Greek language he made a ſwiſt progreſs: 
under the care of the Rev. Mr; Pinhorne, a clergy- 
man of the eſtabliſned church; to whom the Doctor 
has inſcribed an ingenious Latin ode in his Hore Ly. 
tice. He was early taken notice of for the ſprightli · 


| neſs and vivacity of his wit, talents which too often 


prove fatal ſnares to young perſons; but he through _ 
the diſtinguiſhing grace of God was not only pre- 
ferved from criminal follies, but had a deep ſenſe of 
religion upon his heart betimes. In the year 1690 he 
was ſent up to London for academical education, 
where he was placed under the tuition of the Rev. 
Mr. Thomas Rowe, to whom alſo he has inſcribed an 
ode in his Hore Lyrice, Lhave been credibly informed 


' that while he reſided in this college of learning his be- 
haviour was not only ſo inoffenſive that his tutor de- 


clared he never once gave him any occaſion for re · 


proof, but ſo exemplary that he often propoſed him 


as a pattern to his other pupils for their imitation. In 
the yearr693 he joined in communion with the church 
of which his worthy tutor was paſtor. When he had 
finiſhed his courſe of ſtudies at the academy he return» 
ed to his father's houſe, where he ſpent two years
